THE RAILROAD QUESTION IN CON- 
GRESS, 


The more ‘the railroad question is: dis- 
cussed, and the more urgent becomes the 
necessity for its solution, the less seems to 
be the likelihood of satisfactory: action in 
Congress. Certain advances =have been 
made. Companies'no longerinstruct their 
lawyers to deny the. jurisdiction of the na- 
tional ‘Legislature. Neither Senators nor 
Representatives waste their time. in assaults 
upon pretensions which the Supreme Court 
has sustained... To this extent a gain is 
manifest. But whén. its “utilization is 
pressed upon Congress, the eovert hostility 
of great corporations, and their influence 
at both ends of the Capitol, are felt un- 
pleasantly. © Proféssing a willingness to fa- 
cilitate the working of regulations intended 
to satisfy public demands, the companies 


contrive to ‘magnify obstacles, and’ to sug- - 


gest compromises so very ‘* practical” that 
under their operation the railroad managers 
would remain mastérs of the situation. Ex- 
perts. employ their ingenuity in the same 
direction. Their special’ knowledge dark- 
ens. where it should enlighten, and. under 
the guise of modération emasculates meas- 
ures which already'are none too effective, 
What managers suggest and experts elabg, 
rate, obliging members reproduce in the 
form of # bill, or in amendments to the 


Reagan bill; which, with obvious. faults, Te-. 


mains the only definite expression of the 
principle. for -.whose application the 
West especially calls. The stale com- 
mission trick ;/is . played by» all . of 
them’ with. great dexterity. It suits 
the companies exactly. , It flatters ‘the ex- 
perts, .whose value -in the market of 
managerial skill it wonld’ greatly 
enhance, And it is very convenient for the

THE AMNESTY QUESTION. 

The incident connected with a petition 
forthe removal of political: disabilities on 
Friday in the House of Representatives has 
aroused the languid attention of both parties 
to the general subject of amnesty... It is a 





little remarkable that the Democratic Party, 


which made considerable protest against 
the intolerance of the Republicans in 
this matter, have never. used their power 
to pass a general »amnesty bill. It 
is the more remarkable because there has 
for some.time been. very little room to sup- 
pose that such.a bill, conceived in a proper 
spirit.and framed with reasonable regard to 
the facts of the actual dituation would re- 
eeive any substantial opposition from any 
source in Congress, or would not: have been 
promptly: assented to by. the» President. 
This apparently causeless. hesitation on 
the. part. of the Democrats tends to 
create the impression that they have 
not the courage of their convictions ; that 


‘they would rather talk in vague and amiable 


generalities about burying the memories of 
thé war than enact a comprehensive meas-. 
ure defining simple conditions, on comply- 
the last penalty imposed 
upon, rebellion shall be wiped from the 
statute-book. 

Probably ono eause.of this timidity on 
their part is the éagerness with which men 
like Mr. Cona@zr, of Michigan, seize on any. 
occasion that préseiits itself to “ stir up” 
the feelings of those Democrats who . were 
engaged in, or in sympathy with, the re- 
bellion, and the equal eagerness of the » lat- 
ter to respond to such challenges, As we 
pointed out at the time, the demonstration 
on.Mr. Conakr’s part was unnecessary and 
trifling: . It was made with reference to 
& petition from one Joun. Owns, :an .old 
man, who had been appdéinted a. warrant 
officer in the Navy some forty years ago, 
who afterward went into the. rebellion, and 
now asks Congress, in an awkwardly worded 
document, to remove his’ political disabili- 
ties.. His petition was as: follows : 

Porrsmouru, Va, Jan. 14, 1880. 
To the Honorable Senate, dc. : 

I respectfally represent ‘that’ on the 7th: day of 
March, 1842, I entered the United States Navy as a 
warrant officer, (guuner,) and resigned om the 19th 
day of April, 1861, to enter the Confederate'service. 
Inow respectfully.esk that my political disabilities 
be removed by your honorable body. . Respectfully, 

“-) JOBRN OWINS. 

The petition, as was stated in the House, 
does not differ essentially in form. from the 
thousands making like requests which have 

been granted with very. little hesitation 
during the past few years. Mr. Conarr ob- 

jected .to- it) that the petitioner . did 
not “ bring himsélf ‘within the rule.” 
The fourteenth &mendment imposes ceér- 
tain disabilities’ on persons who, having 
“ taken an oath to. support the Constitution 
of the United States, shall have engaged in 
insurrection or rebellion against the same, 


or given aid. or comfort to ‘the enemies 


thereof”. This is *‘the rule” within which 
Mr. Conaee insisted that Owns must bring 
-himself, 4. ¢., he must. state in ternis that 
he had. ‘‘engaged in 
or . rebellion against - the 
States,” --or «“'had given. aid ‘and 
comfort’ to the. enemies. thereof,” But 
surely, this isa requirement by which the 
form.is placed higher: than the substance, 
Old Mr, OwtNns says he was ‘‘ in the Con- 
federate service.” No-one doubts that that

means that he’ was engaged in re-} 


bellion.. The basis’ of, all votes in 
Congress “fpr the removal of disbili- 
ties is the man from whom they 
aré removed is likely in the future to be a_ 


fairly loyal citizen, to obey the Constitu- 


tion and the laws, and not again to engage 
in rebellion or to promote it. .If there is 
any doubt on that point, the vote for Te- 
moval should be refased. If there is no. 
reasonable doubt, it shouldbe granted. ‘The 
silly paraphrase -by which the old Virginia 
petitioner chooses to get around saying that 
he was a rebel does not establish any such 
doubt. He ‘would not be likely to be any more

Mr: Weaver, of Iowa, is a member of the 
House of Representatives. He isan ‘enthu- 
siastic inflationist, and is the author of sev- 
eral financial propositions, all of them being 
more or less lunatic. His latest effort in this 
direction is a series of resolutions pledging 
the House to the support of the proposition 
that the only paper money of the country 
shall be issued by the General Government, 
and thatthe Mints shall be worked to their ut- 
most capacity in the coinage of silver dollars, 
which shall be employed in the payment of 
the funded debt... Whatever the character 
of his proposal, it: must. be. conceded 
that Waaven, has a right to be heard: 
Plans and ‘sehemes of. the most fantastic 
character have been submitted to Congress, 
before now.’ During the late civil war, GaR- 
ret Davis, then a Senator frém Kentucky, 
was permitted to offer a bill to readjust the 
Union, ‘the New-England States being 
therein consolidated into one State. . Usu- 
ally, the Senate and the House have been 
able to meet any proposition brought before 
it, no matter how wild it might seem to be, 
and to vote upon it: intelligently and. con- 
clusively.' But the Weaver resolutions are 
supposed to represent the most advanced 
views of the Greenbackers. The Demo- 
cratie majority in the House. is opposed to 
ultra-Greenbackism. Therefore, Speaker 
RANDALL, acting for the Democratic ma- 
jority; ia‘determined that no vote shall be 
had on Mr. WEAvER’s resolutions, _ 

Tt so happens that Mondays, ‘when reso- 
lutions ‘and: bills: are. offered, under the 
rules of the'House, are the only. days when 
Mr, WEAVER can possibly expect that there 
shall bean opening for. him. The: Demo- 
cratic Party is.afmid to affront the Green- 
back Party, and Speaker RawpAtt; who is 
a hatd-money Democrat, thinks it would be 
better to avoid the issue songht to be forced 
upon the House by Mr. WzAvzEr, than. to 
meet it and yote down the resolutions. 
Only the most ultra and crazy of inflation- 
ists approve of the Weaver resolutions. Ifa 
vote’ should be ‘had upon, them, it. is not 
likely that fifty. men would support them. 


But Speaker RANDALL refuses to permit the 


House to ‘vote on Mr. Weaver's resolu-’ 
tions. ‘The rules provide that when two or 
more members shall rise, the Speaker- shall 
decide which one of the several members is 
to speak. . So, when Mr. Weaver has been 
on his: feet, and has been entitled to 
speak, the Speaker of the . House 
has only, to. .say, ‘‘ The ‘gentleman 
from. Iowa,” -and he would then 
be ‘‘ recognized,” and would have liberty to 
offer his. résolutions, or whatever else he 
might have in his mind to do. or thres 
successive Mondays, however, Speaker Ran- 
DALL, in pursuance of his policy of repres- 
sion, has steadily refused to see Mr. WEAVER, 
although: that gentlemen has stood directly 
under his . nose, and has. brandished: his in- 
cendiary resolutions in plain view. To all 
intents and purposes, Mr. WeAver has been 
riled dut of the House. To all intents and 
purposes, the Sixth Iowa District bas no 
Representative, 

That.a member of the House with his

A full and minute description of -it will, of 
course, be immediately forwarded to all the 
leading astronomers, so that it may, if’ pos- 
sible, be identified, or if not, may be placed 
under strict surveillance. 

Whether this unexpected comet means 
mischief or otherwise there, will probably 
be # difference of opinion. ‘The belief that, 
comets are predatory in their instincts and 
maleficent in their. practices is an old 
one, and flence, like all other old : be- 
liefs, is,’ at the present day, generally 
seonted.. But it . cannot be denied 
that .simultancously with . the arrival 
of “this comet in the neighborhood of 
the sun wars and pestilences and: other 
unpleasant'things have been unusually rife, 
Last year we had the yellow fever in Mem- 
phis, while the black death appeared in 
Russia and frightened Europe out. of its 
propriety.” This year we have’ wars in 
progress in South America and Afghanistan, 
while the Zulu war has just been brought to 
a close. It is easy to say that there has 
been no connection between.the comet and 
these objectionable occurrences, but if we 
admit. the claim of modern -astronomers 
that the appearance and disappearance. of 
a few spots on the’sun affests the weather 
in Manitoba, it is at least as probable that 
the appearance of an unusually large comet 


; may affect the temper of Peruvian | Presi- 


dents: and Afghan Ameers, and may taint 
the atmosphere of Memphis and Southern 
Russia. 

On the other, hand, there are those who 
will probably maintain that’ the comet is a 
meritorions free entertainment, that will be 
of incalculable good to the youth of both 
sexes. Mr. Hayes will doubtless. see in the 
comet an approval of his. administration as 
cordial as that which has already been 
given: by the crops, and Mr... SazrMan will 
‘deftly imply that he has personally brought 

sbont the: comet, asa secondary result of 
his resumption policy... Our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Sun, will sée in the north- 
ward progress of the comet a symbol of the 
“return of Gen. Grant from Mexico to en- 
lighten our northern sky with the gleam 
of his imperial-diadem, and the wine manu- 
facturers all over the world will hasten to 
turn all thoiravailable whisky into “comet 
port'and sherry,” in order to meet. the. in- 
evitable demand for these articles. 

When the comet will become visible 
north of the equator Dr. GotLp has not in- 
formed us. It can, however, be utilized by 
the young without waiting for. any ‘tarther 
news from Cordova. From this very night 
thé back piazzas of our land willbecome 
populous with: eager watchers for‘the iirst 
glimpse of the great South American comet, 
and ‘éyening walks abroad for the same 
purpose will be taken by-all studious young 
people who can convince the old géntle- 
man that astronomy isan entiobling science: 
It is, neverthéless, too early to attempt 
visits to the roof. There. must be a’ cértain 
degree of popular enthusiasm evoked: by 
the actual appearance of a comet before: 
careful parents can be led to consent to, 
the prosecution of astronomical studies by. 
the young on ‘the house-top. “In point of

A Naples dispatch announces that Vesuvius 
is again in eruption, and although. any sueh an- 
nouncement at this season is regarded as a possible 
advertisement for inn-keepers, it seems in this in- 
stance to be a fact, having been telegraphed by s 
special correspondent tos London newspaper. The 
voleano is much more active rseently than it used to 
be. ‘Chere have been half a dozen or more erup- 
tions in the past 25 “years; the latest in 1876. In 
the days of aticient Rome, itiseems to have been s0 
very quiet that lis volcanic character was’enly in- 
ferred from iis™ ignegus rocks: The first.’ re- 
corded. outbreak was in. 79, ‘when Hereu- 
laneum © and, Pompeii .were: destroyed. Since 
then, there have been some 65 outbreaks, differing 
greatly in duration, fores, and fury. In 472, the 
ashes fell in Constantinople, and caused gréat alarm 
there. In 1538; the sammit known as Monte 
Nueve was toreed up; in 48 hours, to the height of 
413 feet, with a circumference of 8,000 feet; In 
1631, the villages’at the base of the mountain. were - 
covered with lava, and torrentsof boiling lava poured 
forth. In 1822; Vesuvius lost, bythe fierceness of 
its eruption, S00 feet, nearly all of which has been 
restored by subsequent eruptions. Before that, the 
top was a rough, rocky plain, covered with sgorie 
and blocks of Jaya, and rent by many fissures, giving 
outelouds of suiphurous smoke. But it was then 
changed to an elliptical chasm, 3 miles in circum- 

of & mile at its greatest di- 
ameter, and 2000 feet. deep. Hach eruption 
strangely alters the crater, so that itis totally dif- 
ferent frém what it was before in shape, semblance, 
and dimensions. ‘The.crater is always terribly inter- 
esting, and andergoes such a revolution with each 
mow outburst that the voleano is well worth climb- 
ing for that sight alone. Many people, mostly 
Americans. and English, aseond Vesuvius each time 
they ao to. Naples, and feel rewarded for their 
trouble. The present height of the mountain is about 


4,000 feet.

“The German Government has taken such 
thorough means of preventing loss.6f life by the 
famine in Upper’ Silesia. that the large landed pro- 
pristors have grown disgusted at its liberality, and 
eomplain that their laborers will not hereafter be 
content to live npon the food to which they have 
been accustomed, but-will demand higher wages in 
order to sécute something better. It must not be 
supposed from this that the German: authorities 
have treated the tens of thousands of sufferers to 
delicacies of all kinds. The famine diet consists of 
bread, nutritious soup, and a little baeon twice a 
day, and now aud then erbmourst, or pea sausage. 
But to the average Silesian pessant. this food, both 
in quantity and quality, far sarpasses that he has 
been sceustomed to. Nor will this be wondered at 
when it is said that the wages of a laborer there dur- 
ing the busiest season of the year are not over 17 
cents. a day, while for along period during other 
portiens of the twelvemonth they fall considerably 
below this rate. . Those who. have visited Germany, 


beth recently and fifteen or twenty years ago, must 


“be aware that a vast change has taken. place in the 
eostof Hving, particuIarly tm the wrice of food, a 
ehange which does nob seem, however, to have pro- 
duced any marked effect upon. the wages of the 
‘peasantry in the remote country distrists. As a 
rale, these are in a much less tolerable condition 
new than they wore a generation . ago, 
for between low wages ‘and the  insreased 
eost. of living’. they are reduedd, under the 
most © favorable circumstanees, to a hard 
straggle for existence, and {fa fallure of the potato 
erop takes place they are brought down at once to a:
